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WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE  f 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH  ? 


The  College  was  founded  in  1872,  as  an  institution  exclusively  for  the 
Btod.  Students  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  the 
Colonies.  The  College  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its  object 
u  to  train  the  Blind  to  earn  their  own  living,  and  to  render  them  indepen¬ 
dent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object 
which  the  College  has  succeeded  and  does  continually  succeed  in  accom¬ 
plishing,  and  there  are  noav  more  than.  722  former  pupils  not  only  earning 
their  own  living,  but  in  several  cases  assisting  their  parents. 

Sl.  t  per  cent,  of  these  graduates  are  filling  their  places  in  the  world 
as  organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen,  school 
tiaehers,  governesses,  shorthand  typists,  etc.  Without  the  College  train¬ 
ing  man)'  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless  and  a  permanent 
charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is  therefore  an  economic  benefit  to  the 
community,  and  should  receive  whole-hearted  and  generous  support. 

Do  not  forget  that  it  is  cheai>er  to  educate  the  Blind  than  to  sup¬ 
port  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  .and  physical  benefit  which  is 
given  to  any  individual  by  training  him  to  become  a  self-respecting 
citizen  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

.'If  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  largely  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good  work 
and  secure  such  a  fund  as  will  place  its  national  and  imperial  work 
for  the  Blind  on  a  permanent  financial  basis. 

It  is  considered  a  grand  and  noble  act  to  endow  a  College  for  the  Sighted, 
Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  in  the  case  of  the  Blind?

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PIONEER  WORK  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


1.  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1873. — A  fuller  anti  more  comprehensive  form 
of  Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

Instruction  in  the  tuning  of  the  Player-piano  was  commenced  in 
1917.  The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  and  liave  exceeded  all 
exj)ectations.  No  tuner  can  now  gain  his  Graduation  Certificate  unless 
able  to  tune  this  instrument. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873. — All  forms  of  physical  training,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  .systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881. — Mendelssohn’s  “Son  and  Stran¬ 
ger  ’’  was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So 
much  success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expienses 
of  students  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city. 
Enough  money  was  raised  by  this  and  repeat  performances  to  print  the 
Cathedral  Psalter  in  Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value 
to  blind  people,  and  greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of 
movement  and  awkward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been 
annual  performances  of  at  least  two  plays. 


4.  Kindergarten,  1882. — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  in  the  world 
to  open  this  particular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883. — Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  1 .  R.  Armitage,  a  bath  55ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to 
6ft.  deep,  was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  was  founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five  boys  were  successful  in 
gaining  their  Proficiency  Certificate.  Since  tliat  date  59  Certificates  and 
17  Medallions  have  been  won. 

6.  Toothed  Wheel  Pencil  and  Compasses,  1886. — These  instruments 
enabled  pupils  to  make  their  own  geometrical  figures  and  w'ere  specially 
useful  in  the  working  out  of  riders.  Prior  to  this  time  attempts  had 
been  made  to  work  figures  with  a  needle  and  thread,  but  naturally  with 
but  little  success.  H.M.  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  heartily 
congratulated  the  late  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  in  liaving  introduced  them  into 
the  College.  I  lie  National  Institute  now  manufactures  and  sells  these 
exceedingly  useful  articles. 
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7.  Ct/cling  and  Roller  Skating,  1887. — Eifjht-in-hand  and  twelTc-in- 
haiid  cycles  were  purch.ised,  and  in  addition  to  thoroufriily  touring  over 
the  roads  of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  Brighton 
and  back,  to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby. 


Roller  skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  and  at  various  times  the  tests  of  the 
National  Skating  Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  passed. 

8.  Typeieriting  1887,  Shorlhayid  1898. — Though  typewriting  and 
shorthand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Binningiiain,  tlie  College  was 
the  first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  work  which  would  qualify 
students  to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 


9.  Training  College,  1895. — The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates  have  been  employed  as 
teachers  at  Birmingham,  Bolton,  Bradford,  Bridgend,  Brighton,  Burma, 
Cardiff,  C.eylon,  Glasgow,  Leeds,  London,  Montre.al,  Newcastle, 
Nottingham,  Preston,  Rhyl,  Sheffield,  Southsea  and  many  other 
Institutions. 


10.  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College 
(if  Organists,  1901. — This  was  the  first  year  in  which  tliese  examinations 
were  undertaken.  To  date,  67  students  and  graduates  of  the  College  have 
gained  the  Associateship  and  29  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Organists,  while  61  have  won  the  Licentiateship  of  the  Roj’al  ,\cademy  of 
Music.  *

11.  Degree  of  Mus.  Bac.,  1910. — Victor  Spanner  was  the  first  pupil 
who  obtained  this  Degree  while  a  student  of  the  College,  though  two 
other  graduates  gained  the  distinetion  many  years  prior  to  this  date,  after 
leaving  the  Institution.  In  September,  1918,  Leonard  Marsh  was  also 
successful;  in  1925  Henry  Newell  (graduated  December,  1918);  and  in 
1926  Alfred  Thompson  (graduated  December,  1910).

9.  By  employing  or  recommending  the  employment  of  our  musical 

graduates  as  organists  and  music  teachers,  and  of  our  literary 
graduates  as  teachers  or  governesses. 

10.  By  organising  meetings  in  your  district  at  which  speakers  from  the 

College  can  explain  the  work. 

11.  By  promoting  concerts  and  gymnastic  or  swimming  displays  given  by 

the  pupils  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  College. 

12.  By  securing  an  annual  Church  or  Chapel  collection  and  inviting  the 

pupils  to  render  the  musical  portion  of  the  service  in  order  that 
their  ability  as  organists  and  singers  may  be  demonstrated  and 
thus  lead  to  future  employment’.

Unqualified  blind  people  scmieiimes  obtain  employment,  and  though 
they  are  soon  found  out  and  discharged,  much  harm  to  the  future  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  blind  has  been  done. 

To  safeguard  against  misrepresentation,  all  properly  qualified  students 
who  leave  the  College  are  given  a  Certificate,  •which,  -when  aslced  for, 
they  should  be.  able  to  produce.  All  prospective  employers  should  hnmv 
that  if,  for  any  rea.sou.  the  Certificate  cannot  be  produced,  they  icill 
receive,  on  writing  to  the  College,  a  reply  by  return  of  post,  vouching 
for  the  statements  of  the  applicant  if  they  be  true.

Prize  Festival,  25th  July.  General  Sir  .\rchihald  Hunter  presided 
atul  was  supported  hv  Liird  Lamingtmi  R'hairman),  Lady  Lamington, 
.Mr.  K.  T.  Cainphell  (Viee-Chairman),  .Mr.  Heddow,  Colonel  Ian 
Campbell,  -Mr.  Grimsdale.  .Mr.  Hubert  Robertson  (Members  of  the 
Hoard  of  Governorsl,  .Mrs.  Ian  Campbell,  Miss  Campbell,  Mrs.  Guy 
Campbell  (I’rineipal)  and  other  friends. 

Sir  -Vrehihald  Hiinler  said,  that  owing  to  the  death,  in  February 
last,  of  Mr.  Guy  M.  Campbell  (.the  late  I’rimipal),  the  function  that 
day  was  to  bo  a  quiet  <nu!,  and  onl.v  a  limited  number  of  invitations 
had  been  sent  out.  Mr.  Camiibell’s  death  was  an  irre|)arable  loss,  not 
only  to  that  Institution  but  to  the  cause  of  the  blind  throughout  the 
British  Kmpire;  the  lo.ss  to  the  College  was  mitigated  by  the  happy 
fact  that  Mrs.  Campbell  had  consented  to  carry  on  the  good  work  done 
by  her  husband.  It  was  the  unanimous  wish  of  the  Governors  that  she 
should  undertake  the  work,  and  her  appoiittment  had  the  cordial 
approval  of  all  the  staff:  therefore  they  lookeil  forward  to  the  work 
being  carried  on  in  the  futtire  as  successfiilly  as  in  the  past,  as  nobody 
was  so  well  informed  in  the.  working  of  the  Institution  as  Mrs. 
Campbell. 

We  have  also  to  regret  the  death  of  .Mr.  Drummond,  whose  help  to 
this  College  was  invaluable  and  his  death  is  a  great  lo.ss. 

Sir  .-Vrehihald  drew  attention  to  the  e.Ncellence  of  the  typewriting 
done  at  the  College.  He  said  that  the  head  of  a  typing  school  for  the 
sighted  visited  the  Colleg(>  recently,  and  sai<l  she  should  return  to  her 
sighted  ])upils  and  tell  them  .she  was  ashamed  of  their  work  after 
comparing  it  with  what  she  saw  done  at  the  College. 

Referring  to  the  needs  of  the  College,  Sir  .Archibald  said  a  good 
deal  of  money  w,a.s  required  to  run  it,  amt  the  Governors  appealed 
to  the  |)nblic  to  help  in  this  national  woi'k.  He  thanked  Lady 
Lamington  for  attending  to  di.stribnte  the  prizes,  and  for  so  gracefully 
discharging  that  duty,  saying  that  he  was  snr'e  the  winners  would 
value  their  prizes  all  the  mori'  because  they  had  received  them  at  the 
hands  of  Liidy  Lamington.  .  ,  , 

Fjorcl  Ijaiuingtoii,  in  |)roi)osing  a  vote  ol  tliaiiks  to  Sir  Arciubalu 
Hunter,  said:  “  1  thought  it  very  advisable  that  for  one  year  1  should 
not  trouble  the  assembly  on  a  prizegiving  oi'casion  with  making  what  is 
almost  an  annual  siieeih,  and  therefore  1  asked  Sir  .Vrehihald  Hunter 
whether  he  would  undertake  the  task  of  presiding  this  afternoon,  and 
I  am  sure  we  appreciate  the  fact  that  he  consented  to  do  so.  He  has 
had  a  very  distinguished  military  career.  1  knew  him  well  as 
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(.'oramander  in  the-  Western  District  of  [ndia  in  the  Dombay  Presidency, 
and  it  was  at  my  instance  tliat  he  came  to  join  the  Hoard  of  Governors 
of  this  College.  I  have  never  regretted  having  done  what  I  did  in 
the  matter.  We  are  all  very  grateful  to  liim  for  having  come  here  this 
afternoon  to  undertake  the in  this  ceremony  which  was  entrusted 
to  him.”  Lord  Lamington  .said  he  would  like  to  endorse  the  remark.s 
of  the  tliairman  respecting  Mrs.  Camphell’s  appointment,  and  added 
tliat  the  Hoard  of  Governors  had  not  a  moment's  hesitation  in  making 
that  ajiiiointmeut,  and  hoped  they  would  find  somebody  to  liel))  her 
cany  on  the  onerous  duties. 

Lord  Lamington  said  he  agreed  with  tlie  remark  ol  .Sir  Arcliibald

An  enjoyable 
Concert  was  then  heard  in  the  Gardner  Hall,  the  visitors  afterwards 
witnessing  on  the  Parade  Ground  a  maypole  dance  by  the  children  and 
some  clever  marching  and  mass  exercises  of  free  movements  and 
dumb-bells  by  the  senior  students.

Dcriniiioii  01  BiiiidiK$$. 


1  hr  <lelinitioii  of  the  Hliiid  Persons  Act,  1020,  is: “So 

liliiul  as  to  be  unable  to  perform  any  work  for  wbicli  eyesight  is 
essential.” 

This  is  based  on  tlie  principle  laid  down  in  the  1915  Report 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine,  Section  of  Ophthalmology:— 
“  Experience  shows  that  persons  wnose  acuity  of  vision  (refractive 
error  being  corrected)  is  below  one-iwentihth  of  the  normal 
(3/60  Snellen)  arc  usually  unable  to  perform  work  requiring 
eyesight,  while  persons  with  vision  better  than  one-tenth 
(6/()0  Snellen)  arc  usually  able  to  perform  some  such  work.” 


It  is  accordingly  the  practice  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to 
regard  persons  whose  visual  acuitj",  after  correction  of  refractive 
errors,  is  greater  than  6/60ths  (Snellen),  as  not  being  blind,  unless 
the  defect  of  eyesight  includes  such  special  conditions  as  a  great 
contraction  of  the  field  of  vision.  He  regards  it  as  essential  also 
that  only-  visual  factors  should  be  taken  into  account,  and  that 
other  bodily  or  mental  infirmities  predisposing  to  incapacity  should 
be  disregarded. 

The  above  considerations  should  be  borne  carefully  in  mind 
by  everyone  responsible  for  certifying  persons  as  blind,  whether  for 
the  purposes  of  inclusion  in  a  grant-aided  service  or  otherwise,  and 
all  applications  to  the  Minister  for  the  approval  of  new  entrants  to 
such  a  service  should  be  accompanied  by  medical  certificates 
giving  (1)  the  degree  of  visual  acuity  in  each  eye  of  the  new-  entrant; 
(2)  the  nature  of  the  visual  defects  present;  (.3)  a  definite  opinion, 
formed,  after  due  consideration  of  all  the  visual  conditions,  that  the 
person  i*  loo  blind  to  perform  work  for  which  eye-sight  is  essential.

REGULATIONS  FOR  VISITING  THE  COLLEGE. 


The  College  is  situated  at  Upper  Norwood.  The  principal  entrance  is  in  Westow 
Street.  An  outline  .Map,  showing  the  position  of  the  College  and  of  the  different 
Railway  Stations,  .Motor  ’Bus  and  Tram  Halts  in  the  neighbourhood,  will  be  found 
on  the  next  page. 

The  regular  Visitors’  Day  is  the  first  Thursday  afternoon  in  each  month,  except 
during  January,  April,  August,  and  September.  Visitors  will  have  an  opportunity 
of  inspecting  the  various  departments  from  3.15  to  5.15  p.m. 

Parents  or  friends  may  visit  pupils  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  month, 
between  two  and  a. 30  p.m.  If,  for  any  special  reason,  parents  wish  to  see  their 
children  at  other  times,  they  should  write  to  the  Principal  for  an  appointment.  As 
a  rule,  it  is  not  expected  that  more  than  two  friends  will  visit  any  pupil  on  the  same 
afternoon.  When  visiting  the  College,  parents  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  bring 
young  children  with  them. 

The  Principal  can  be  seen  on  business  by  appointment. 

FrieuJs  cannot  visit  the  pupils  on  Sunday  ;  this  rule  is  strictly  enforced.  If 
the  children  go  out  with  their  parents,  they  must  not  undertake  commissions  for 
other  pupils.
